New House Now 
Costs $9,000 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
The selling price of the "average 
new house" reached $9,000 last 
November—more than double the 
price of $4,440 in 1034, a commerce 
department report said today. 
The department earlier had pre- 
dicted that construction costs will 
be at least "moderately"

this year. 
While the selling price of. the 
average house rose 104 percent 
between 1839 and November. 1947,

The arguments will go on for

The Marshall plan

Sixteen European nations agreed 


to help themselves and one anoth- 
er try to recover. We would give 
them the extra help they need. 


The cost to us? Billions of dol- 
lars: In loans, and gifts like food, 
fertilizer, machinery, fuel, 
Stop Communism. 


The reason: To help those coun- 


tries and to stop the spread 
of 


Communism In Europe, 
The Democrats and most of the 


top Republicans seem agreed we'll 
have to help Europe, with the Mar- 
shall plan or some form of It, 


Any such plan, and the money to 
be spent on it, will have to be okay- 
ed by Congress, 


The Republicans, want to cut in-

read Mr. Truman's request 
for 40 billion dollars in 1949 
%vith deep discouragement. 
Whether he is a Republican 
or a Democrat he knows 
that it is a gun pointed at his 
pocketbook. True, the sum 
probably will be sliced a bit 
here and there. In fact it 
may be that was anticipated 
much as the wary trader 
asks more than he expects to 
receive in order to give his 
victim a chance to strike for 
a somewhat lower figure, as- 
suring the trader a still de- 
sirable sum and the other a 
sense of successful bargain- 
ing. 


It is idle to recall that in 


1939 the budget was less 
than seven billion. An ex- 
pensive war has been wag- 
ed and must still be paid for 
not only as regards the pub- 
lic debt, but in the care of 
our own victorious veterans 
and of the world's victors 
and vanquished as well. The 
over-all war debt and for- 
eign aid must be met and 
paid for by as generous a 
budget provision in '49 as 
possible. 


But the average taxpayer

where else as war-time left- 
Overs. 


While no one expects eith- 
er Democrat or 'Republican

Fleming said in an address 
pre- 


pared for delivery to the American 
Road Builders Association.

The 1944 act authorized appro- 


priation of $500,000.000 in each of 
:he first three post-war fiscal year i 
to match state and local funds for 
road construction and 
improve- 
ment. 


"The federal-aid highway ac* of 


1944 gave assurance of federal as- 
sistance for only three years. The 
time has arrived when the authori- 
zation should be extended for 
a 


further period," Fleming said. 


Major compelling reasons 
for 


extending that authority, Fleming 
said, Include: 


1. The nation's highway 
plant 


has become to huge that a large 
annual construtclon program 
is 


needed Just to keep it in reason- 
able repair. 


2. Major road-building projects, 


to render .maximum service over 
many years, can be undertaken 
only on a "stage construction" bas- 
is—building urgently-needed faci- 
lities first and extending them la- 
ter.
